Statistics showfng the increase of typhoid 
fever cases in St. Louis in the past two 
years will form an important exhibit in 
the city’s case against the Chicago Drain- 
age Canal, which will be heard in the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court nex fall. 

The figures shown in the above table were 
prepared Friday by Assistant Health Com- 
missioner Francis, at the reguest of City 
Chemist Teichmann. When the record for 
the fiscal year, which will end April 1, is 
completed, Mr. Francis expects that it willl 
show at least 1200 typhoid cases, more than 
three times as many as the average of the 
four years before April 1, 1899. 7 
The officials of the health department are 
unanimous in attributing to the Chicago 
canal the great increase in the number of 
typhoid cases. City Chemist Teichmann 
holds that the number of cases and the 
death rate would have been much larger 
had not many families formed the habit of 
boiling the @rinking water.

The Post-Dispatch has shown that the Nesbit law amend- 
menta, while not wholly satisfactory, meke it possible to pre- 
vent frauds in the April elections. They confer upon the Board 
of Election Commissioners the power to secure honest and 
competent judges and clerks equally divided between the two 
leading parties. Thus the responsibility is placed squarely 
upon the electior commissioners and they can be held to strict 
accountability for results. 

If the Democrats and Republicans are represented by the 
right kind of men, and their character depends wholly upon 
the commissioners, it will be exceedingly difficult to cast 
fraudulent votes and dangerous to attempt it.

CRITICISES THE PRESIDENT 


World’s Fair Congressional Worker 
Thinks the National Commission 
Is Being Cheapened and 


Endangered. 


CHICAGO, March 23.—Congressman James 
A. Tawney of Mihnesota, chafeman of the 
congressional committee on the S8t. Louls 
World's Fair, expresses himself emphati- 
cally on the probable makeup’ of the na- 
tional commission for the fair and does not 
hesitate to say that he believes the Presi- 
dent is making a mistake in appointing s0 
many ‘‘ex’s.’’ More than that he has sent 
the following telegram to “President Mc- 
Kinley: 

“The importance of exhibiting to the world at 
the Louistana Purchase Exposition to the most fa- 
vorable advantage our system of education and in- 
stitutions of learning constrains me to respectfully 
remind you that among all the applicants for 
Places on the commission none is ia touch with 
educational work or qualified by expertience to ef- 
ficiently handle this important feature of the Ex- 
position except Prof. Northrup. e commission 
should at least have one whose ability to represent 
gur great educational interests is universally rec- 
Ognized.’ 

| Congressman Tawney said: 

“I Knew in a general way while in Wash- 
ington that several former senators and 
representatives were after the positions, but 
the mistake of pe the commission 
made up of this clasg almost alone did not 
impress itself on me until after reading the 
WwW ashington dispatches. 

‘The commission is limited to filne mem- 
bers, and it was the intention of Congress 
that for the greater part they be repre- 
sentatives of the leading industries of the 
country.

WANT EXPOSITION SITE 


Public Library Board Will Attempt to 
Gain Consent of the Stockholders 
and Municipal Assembly to 
the Transfer. 

The Public Library Board, at its meeting 
Friday afternoon, decided to send a letter 
to Andrew Carnegie, thanking him for his 
Offer of $1,000,000 for a library system. 

President Lehmann stated that he had a 
positive offer from certain wealthy gentle- 
men to free the Exposition ‘tougive from 


debt, provided it would agree to give up the 
site bounded by Thirteenth ourteenth, 
Olive and St. Charles streets for the cen- 
tral library building. The Municipal Assem- 
bly must also consent before this will be 
possible. 

A letter from I.’ Newburger of 1818 Chou- 
teau avenue, offering in Exposition 
bonds to start a movement to foreclose the 
same, was also received. To secure a fore- 
closure the consent of the nolders of $35,000 
of the $140,000 Outstanding in bonds would 
be necessary. 

Ellis Wainwright, a stockholder in the 
Exposition, and vice-president of the library 
board, wrote from New York, urging that 
no other site be chosen. 

The board decided to devote its energies 
until after the election to securing fuavor- 
able consideration for the two-fifths of a 
mill tax o's Er which is one of the 
conditions of Mr. Carnegie's gift. The Jef- 
ferson Club has adopted resolutions calling 
upon all Democrats to vote for the library 
proposition.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In answer to your invitation to give our 
views as to the best location for the 
World’s Fair site, I take pleasure in giving 
my reasons why Forest Park is the best 
and only practicable site for the great 
Fair. 

The object in holding the Fair is to cele- 
brate the Louisiana purchase, and show the 
progress of the country during the last 100 
years. The object of St. Louis in striving 
to have the Fair in our city is to adver- 
tise our city to the world. Now that it Is 
decided to hold the Fair in our city, we 
want to select a location that will show the 
Fair to the best advantage, and will also 
show the city to the best advantage. 

The Fair will need about 600 acres for the 
exhibits. Forest Park contains 1378 acres 
of fine rolling land, well covered with a 
good growth of oak trees; by taking the 
whole park there will be plenty of clear 


ground for al) the buildings required for the 
exhibits, so that the trees will not have to 
be disturbed for the buildings. The build- 
ings could be put on the high points of the 
park, so that they could be seen from all 
the surrounding country. Forest Park is 
surrounded on the east and north by some 
of the finest homes in the world; on the 
west by high rolling ground, which is held 
by large and wealthy owners, who will not 
part with it except for large sums; on 
the south side of the = the property is 
much cheaper, and flats and boarding 
houses could pe put up to accommodate 
those who wish to be near the Fair, as on 
the other three sides the land is far too 
valuable to locate cheap dwellings and 
boarding houses. Forest Park has two 
fine boulevards, Lindell boulevard eg 
from the center of the city, bounds the par 
on the north side, and King’s highway 
boulevard bounds it on the east, and ex- 
tends the full length of the city, which Is 
about 15 miles long, connecting O'Fallon 
Park, Forest Park, Tower Grove Park, 
Shaw's Garden and Carondelet Park. Thus 
its accessibility is unexcelled. The transit 
system of street railways has four lines 
running to the park, and the Suburban has 
two, so that it can be easily and quickly 
reached from any part*of the city. There 
is no location so accessible as Forest Park 
for the steam railways. The Wabash, with 
its vast system, runs through the park, and 
the Wabash, through its attorney, F. W. 
Lehman, has done noble work in bringing 
the Fair to our city. The great systems or 
the Missouri Pacific and Frisco Railways 
run but a few blocks to the south of the 
park. The Colorado Railway, just to the 
north of the park, is now being extended 
to Kansas City. The Terminal Railway As- 
sociation is building a belt line around the 
city and also a belt line around East St. 
Louis, connecting with all the steam rail- 
roads, which will enable over 30 steam rail- 
roads to run through trains right into the 
park. The city has water pipes running 
through the park and is at present laying 3- 
foot water mains along Goodfellow avenue 
into the park, so that it will be well sup- 
plied with water. The lakes in the park 
could be enlarged and be made a fine sys- 
tem of permanent lakes. Then Creve Coeur 
Lake, which is a fine sheet of water, is 
but a comparatively short distance to the 
west. connected with Forest Park by the 
street car line, the Missouri! Pa- 
cifie Railway and the Colorado Railway. 
The Mississippi river, the longest in the 
world, is only a few minutes’ ride from the 
mark. where there could be a fine system of 
»oats plying up and down the river, giving 
eel oh to the millions of people who 
will visit the city during the Fair. The 
River Des Peres could be straightened out 
and made an open water course, so that it 
could take all the storm water and be made 
a very pretty feature of the park. A sewer 
could be built alongside of the River Des 
Peres to carry off all the sewerage. The 
Pine street sewer already runs through the 
ark. The city is a third owner of the Fair. 
t will borrow $5,000,000 to put into the en- 
terprise, so that the city can well afford to 
ve the park free of charge for the site, 
or the more the city can save on the site 
the sooner it wil! get the $5,000,000 to pay off 
its loan. The Municipal Assembly could 
pass an ordinance in a week's time giving 
the use of the park, while any other site 
proposed will require the purchase of a 
great deal of private property, and the very 
minute you approach an owner to buy his 
property he will advance his price away out 
of sight, so it will be almost impossible to 
buy any private property at any reasonable‘ 
price, and to condemn it will be to delay 
the Fair for several years, as the property 
owners can tie the matter up in the courts 
that length of time; hence it is impractica- 
ble to talk of any other site. Then the gov- 
ernment will spend $250,000 in a permanent 
bullding, the state of Missouri will spend 
$1,000, in bulidin and other states will 
nd n butidings.
